SUCCESSFUL LIE DETECTOR IS IN- 
VENTED BY STUDENT 

Revenna, 0.—(U.P.)—A lie detector, 
invented by Earl Young, 20-year-old stu- 
dent, has proven successful. 

The device records variation in the 
subject’s pulse, blood pressure and respi- 
ration. An expert can read the jerky 
lines, marked on graph paper by tiny 
glass fountain pens, and determine when 
the subject is not telling the truth. 

A small electric motor causes the pa- 
per to move continuously while one pen 
keeps a record of heart beats and respi- 
ration and another registers fluctuations 
in blood pressure. 

Young recently presented his invention 
to Akron university where it will be used 
in the psychology department.

If the above invention proves _scien- 
tific in its operations it will be a great 
help to the police force throughout the 
world in detecting criminals. According 
to The Dawn, “Professor E. A. Hooten of 
Harvard made comparative measurements 
of sixteen thousand American criminals 
and two thousand non-criminal Ameri- 
cans and came to the conclusion that 
while there seemed to be some physiolog- 


ical differences, there are so many peo- 
ple who have one or more of the same 
characteristics that it is literally impos- 
sible definitely to tell a crook by his 
looks. “We can only protect society,” says 
the Howard League for penal reform 
(Times, Nov. 11, 1932 by saving souls). 
Whether the machine of Earl Young will 
detect falsehood or that Professor Hooton 
can accurately differentiate between 
criminals, the fact ever remains that God 
has a way of locating falsehood and 
criminal actions. According to Rev. 4:12 
“The Word of God is quicx (or living) 
and powerful and sharper than any two 
edged sword piercing to even dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit and of the 
joints and marrow and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of the heart.” 
Neither is there any creature that is not 
manifest in his sight, but all things are 
naked and open unto the eyes of him 
with whom we have to do. God cannot 
only determine criminals and when man 
is telling a falsehood, but He has a 
remedy whereby He can save mankind. 
God’s remedy is the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and I quote Calvin Coolidge, “I re- 
member a sentence by an old _ writer, 
that Jesus Christ never sat in the lobby 
of the Caesars. In other words, He did 
not depend upon legislation for the ad- 
vancement of His principles. The only 
solution that is solely advanced as a 
remedy for the world’s ills is found ‘n 
Isa. 9:6, through Jesus Christ the Prince 
of Peace.” Quoting from The Dawn 
where this remedy was tried out on crim- 
inal tribesmen we give the following: 


CRIMINALS 


A Salvation Army criminal tribe set- 
tlement in India is colonized by 2,000 
hereditary criminal tribesmen. On a re 
cent visit of General Higgins, of the Sal- 
vation Army, these tribesmen presented 
him with an address: “Hunted, hounted, 
a price upon our heads, Cains to society, 
fugitives and vagabonds in the earth, we 
had no settled homes and no normal re 
lationships with the rest of the world. 
The law of the land had restricted us and 
registered our whole tribe as ‘criminal.’ 
‘You must reside within a specified area; 
you must report yourselves to some given 
authorities; you must conduct your lives 
according to the rules that govern 
society. We had only a scanty idea of 
what religion meant; you have given us 
not only a religion, but a living faith. You 
gave us the Bible which taught us that 
we are responsible to a living God for 
our actions, and many of us have em- 
braced Christianity.”

Text: “And what shall be the signs of 
thy coming and the end of the world?” 
Matt. 24:3. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 


UT as the days of Noe were, so shall 
B also the coming of the Son of man 
be. For as in the days that were before 
the flood, they were eating and drink- 
ing, marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered into the 
ark, and knew not until the flood came 
and took them all away, so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be,” Matt. 24: 
37-39. 


Beloved, just look around you on every 
side and see for yourself if we are not 
living in a day similar to the days be- 
fore the flood.

DECEIT 

“Take heed that no man deceive you,” 
Matt. 24:4, Beloved, this old world of 
ours is filled up with deceit. People are 
deceiving and being deceived and are g0- 
ing right along and don’t seem to know 
it. Thousands of folks who at one time

had salvation have been led astray by 
some false teachings and doctrine, and 
because of what they were able to do 
while God was with them they are able 
to deceive others and lead them astray. 
God help us that we may be able to 
stand true and not be deceived. And then 
there is a personal deceit which is prac- 
ticed by many. The time is here when 
we can’t tell who to trust or depend on 
with anything. To hear one talk it seems 
that they can make it so plain in words 
that they would be just right, but their 
path behind them is so full of crooked- 
ness and deceit. 
POLITICAL SITUATION 

My good friends, it seems that in our 
own land and much loved America, in the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave, that politics have almost ruined our 
government. Politicians will do almost 
anything in order to secure votes for 
their election; buy votes and hire other 
influential men to lend them their as- 
sistance and influence. The average voter 
of our country doesn’t know for whom 
they are voting. Just pick up your news- 
paper and see how those who are in of- 
fice are using their time at the expense 
of our government or hard-pressed tax- 
payer. They are continually disputing 
and quarreling over previous elections 
and the scandal that went along with it. 
Say, the political situation of our country 
is at a very low ebb. Some of our lead- 
ers politically have betrayed the confi- 
dence of those who voted for them and 
have caused many to be offended and 
caused hatred between close friends. 
These conditions are at home and not 
somewhere else. 

MILLIONS WITHOUT EMPLOYMENT 

“For before these days there was no 
hire for man, nor any hire for beast; nei- 
ther was there any peace to him that 
went out or came in because of the af- 
fliction: for I set all men every one 
against his neighbor,” Zech. 8:10. Just 
look around you for a few minutes and 
study the unemployment situation. While 
millions are without employment it seems 
that our United States Congress has been 
more concerned about the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment than they are the 
13,000,000 who are starving for sufficient 


bread. Yet our United States Congress 
has voted to repeal the Eighteenth 
Amendment and left it for the ratifica- 
tion of the states, the thing that will ruin 
homes and our future generations. 

At our national capital the carpenters 
who were engaged in the construction of 
the inaugural grandstand “walked out” 
in protest against $8.00 per day, demand- 
ing $11.00. Big wages in Washington 
while hundreds of other tradesmen lack 
the very bread necessary for life. Our 
government wrecks ten million dollar 
structures in order to erect twenty mil- 
lion dollar buildings instead. Untold mil- 
lions of public funds are tossed to the 
winds of politics. 

Zechariah said that before these days 
there was no hire for man nor beast. In 
our modern day machinery has taken the 
place of manual labor. One man now with 
a machine does the former work of twen- 
ty-five or thirty men, and on our farms 
one tractor plow does as much in one day 
as thirty or forty horses would do in the 
same tim*, etc. Beloved, just think of the 
thousands who have no jobs and of the 
hundreds who have only part time jobs, 
while others must work for very low 
wages and take groceries or clothes in- 
stead of money. No money to be had. 
Turn with me to James 5:1-5 and you 
will see why. It can plainly be seen why 
there is no money, because the rich have 
hoarded their money together for these 
last days. 

National bankruptcy threatens the na- 
tion. “Lean years” have come as it did 
in Egypt of old, and not just affecting 
one little country but the entire universe. 
Merchant ships now lie rusting away in 
the harbors because of lack of commerce 
while miles of ships are laid up in the 
harbors of Europe. Mills all over the 
country are idle; the machinery of great 
factories have almost ceased running, and 
the majority of those that are running 
are only running part time, with greatly 
reduced wages paid to their employees. 
Even in our own United States news- 
paper men say that the output or running 
expense of our government is much great- 
er than the income. I read a statement 
in a paper several months ago that it 
would take more than $17.00 for each 
man, woman and child to pay off the in- 
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debtedness of our state and nation and 
with already, my friend, a greater ex- 
pense than our income, how can our Na- 
tion survive? Quite a few of our lead- 
ers, and especially our congressmen, seem 
to think that the only solution is the re 
peal of the Eighteenth Amendment. Well 
let us see and notice carefully. 
PROHIBITION 

Nero fiddled while Rome burned, and 
it seems as if the average congressman 
eares more for liquor than for the thou- 
sands who need sufficient bread and 
clothes. “Bring back booze and increase 
business,” say the wets. Whose business? 
Nobedy’s but the liquor traffic and its 
allies. “Bring back booze and inerease 
jobs,” say the wets. Whose jobs? Only a 
few in the liquor traffic with its allies. 
But what about the thousands bound tc 
be thrown out of employment at the mills 
and shops who work for food and cloth- 
ing? The pay envelope that stops for 
booze can’t pay the grocery bill, buy 
clothes and pay rent. Booze means busi- 
ness for but a few while booze banished 
méans business for many. Did you know 
that for every million dollars invested 
the brewer employs only’ seventy-eight 
men, while every million invested in 
other businesses employs on an average 
of three hundred eighteen workers? This 
information is from the Statistical Ab- 
stract of the United States, 1017, p. 196. 

In eleven years of prohibition the rec- 
ords show that more lives have been 
saved than were lost in the World War. 
169,400 lives were saved under prohibi- 
tion while only 126,000 were lost in the 
World War by the United States. This 
information is furnished by P. H. Calla- 
han, April 27, 1932 by Department of 
Vital Statistics of United States Census 
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Bureau. Has prohibition increased drink- 
ing or not? Well let us see. The Chicago 
Tribune (wet), Jume 1914, revealed the 
startling fact that 14,000 women and 
girls frequent the back rooms of the sa- 
loons on Madison, Clark, and Cottage 
Grove Ave. Please compare these condi- 
tions of 1914 with 1938 conditions with 
14,000 women and girls staggering thru 
legalized saloons every day of the year 
in just one small section of a city. 


In Canada where there are legalized sa- 
loons, the Montreal Star quotes, “Drunk- 
enness in women has increased 53 per 
cent.” Dominion government at Ottawa, 
“Arrests for drunken driving increased 
1300 per cent in six years and alcokolic 
deaths more than doubled.” Someboily 
says, “Let the govermment get some 
revenue from it.” Well, let us see frem 
the British Columbia Board where it is 
legalized: “As much liquor is sold by the 
bootleggers as by and in government 
stores. 


On his way to Federal prison Al Ca- 
pone told newspaper reporters that he 
was a wet. Well do you suppose Mr. Ca- 
pone would have consented to the engi- 
neer who controlled the train on which 
he rode to prison to have taken two or 
three drams just before he got into his 
cab to carry Mr. Capone to prison? or do 
you suppose he would have consented to 
take an airplane ride for some six or 
eight hours with the pilot who took a big 
drink before they started? No! No! Ue 
would have wanted a total abstainer to 
pilot his train and airplane, and even 
the wettest of wets would want a total 
abstainer. Say, what we need is not the 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment but 


stricter enforcement. 


Sunday School “Work

UNDAY SCHOOL is the greatest work 

except the church. In facet, it is a part 
of the church and goes hand in hand. 
The first Sunday School was organized 
in 1780. It fills a very particular need of 
the day. So the benefits derived; name- 
ly, that of enlightening hearts, building 
character and better Christian literature, 
created such demand for Bibles the press 
had to increase their output. You ¢an’t 
interest people unless you get them to 
study the Word of God. The best and 
only way is to commence early in life, in 
fact, children should go to Sunday School 
and church. Parents should not send chil- 
dren to Sunday School, but should go and 
take them. 


I still remember my teaching in Sun- 
day School, and teaching my parents 
gave me. I thank God for Christian par- 
ents. Sometimes teachers get diseouraged 
with little tots and think their teaching 
is a failure, but it is not so. In time good 
seed will come up. It is estimated that 
the Sunday School furnishes eighty-five 
per cent of the converts. Out of four 


thousand criminals before one judge, lezs 
than ten per cent attended Sunday 
School. Ninety per cent in the penitenti- 
ary were men and boys who never went 
to Sunday School. My heart is made 
sad when I see childerern being brought 
up in the world and never get the Word 
of God planted in their hearts. They are 
not responsible for their being in this 
world, but woe be unto the parents for 
not teaching them the way. Any of us 
can work in inviting people to Sunday 
School. There is a very small per cent 
who attend Sunday School. In our little 
eity of six thousand, I am sorry to say, 
about one third attend Sunday School. 


Work of the future church depends up- 
on the Sunday School, if the Lord tarries, 
se let’s go over the top for the Sunday 
School. It is perhaps the only depart- 
ment of the church that gathers of every 
sex and age of saved and unsaved. 1 
sometimes wonder if we fully realize its 
great importance. As a means of our sal- 
wation and in the work of the Lord, per- 
haps we could not claim it to be greater 
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than the other elements pertaining to the 
same benefits, but the Word of God must 
be taught and accepted before other 
things can exist. Sons are begotten there- 
by. By it we are brought to convietion, to 
repentance, to the blood, the new birth, 
and by it comes faith; even the Spirit can 
vnly be given when the Word of God has 
been taught and accepted. Not one bless- 
ing could we receive or enjoy without 
first receiving the light concerning it 
from the Word of God, then how vastly 
important must be our task of teaching 
every creature the precious truth. No 
task could be greater. It involves the 
highest and most binding responsibilities 
interwoven with the most terrible penal- 
ties for any neglect, and will be effective 
throughout eternity.

When Nehemiah undertook the task to 
rebuild the walls of Jerusalem, after he 
was sure beyond any shadow of doubt 
that God was pleased and would give tlie 
needed guidanee, he did not set about to 
erect and establish a rock quarry to pre- 
pare stone for the rebuilding of the walls. 
He went by night and viewed the ruins 
of the walls. The stones were there mis- 
placed and covered with rubbish and the 
debris of the ruins. The task was =0 
great and difficult that Nehemiah’s op- 
posers in ridicule said, “Will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of the rub- 
bish which are burned?” But Nehemiah 
made his prayer to God, encouraged his 
workers, and continued with his divinely 
appointed task. He was successful, first, 
because he accepted the burden and re- 
sponsibility for the task; second, because 
he succeeded in soliciting the cooperation 
of workers and helpers who caught the 
same vision he had; third, he used the 
same old material on hand. He and his 
coworkers were the agents, and the old 
stones were the material used in the re 
viving of the walls. 

The word revive means to restore to 
vigor or aetivity, recover life or place in 
former position. The agents God uses in 
an effective revival are ministers and 


workers who first together have a vision 


of the lost world, and second, coordinate 
their efforts in perfect unity of spirit and 
doctrine, and the material is the same 
old ruins of the human family, torn, 
wrecked, and ruined by Satan, the en- 
emy of God, and the Bible says there is 
no hope for the nations of earth. The 
devil has the world with a foul hold and 
on a down-hill pull, but by means of the 
preached gospel, seasoned with grace and 
love, backed up by the prayers and faith- 
ful efforts of consecrated workers, the 
stones (sinners) are revived and put in 
their place in the great wall of Christian- 
ity. 
LIVELY STONES 

“Ye also as lively stones are built up a 
spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifice acceptable +o 
God by Jesus Christ,” 1 Peter 2:5.

In the repairing of buildings 
We notice the workmen always remove 
the dead material. When a member of 
the church, becomes inactive, doesn’t pray, 
doesn’t attend Sunday School and church 
services, doesn’t pay tithes, doesn’t testi- 
fy, doesn’t live for God, he is dead ma- 
terial; he needs reviving, restoring to life 
and activity, and the chureh should use 
every effort possible to effect the restora- 
tion of spiritual life and activity before 
the exclusion process is applied. But let 
me repeat, God’s standard is LIVELY 
(active) STONES. 

A REVIVED SPIRIT 

In the long toilsome, difficult journey 
of the Christian’s walk there are times 
when we would despair of continuing on 
were it not for the new toueh God gives 
us on the way. The times of refreshing 
for the child of God can’t be valued. 
They are indispensable. 

JACOB’S EXPERIENCE 

Jacob had about lost all hopes for the 
life of his beloved son Joseph. He had 
become faint-hearted. But when the other 
boys returned with the good news “and 
told him saying, Joseph is alive and he 
is governor over all the land of Egypt, 
and Jacob’s heart fainted for he believed 
them not, and they told him all the words 
of Joseph which he had said unto them, 
and when he saw the wagons. which 
Joseph had sent to carry him, the spirit 
of Jacob their father revived,” Gen. 45: 
26, 27. Unbelief will bring on faint-heart- 
edness and inactivity quicker than any- 
thing else. If one allows doubts to enter 
his mind it will only be a short time 
then till that one will be absent from 
Sunday School and prayer meeting. The 
message of the old time gospel has no 
more attraction for him. He becomes 
faint-hearted, and when you properly lo- 
cate him you will find him (in figura-

tive speech) sitting in the chair of do- 
nothing, whistling the tune of do-less. 
But a person can’t comfortably occupy 
that chair very long when the revival 
fire begins to burn. The good news of the 
gospel will revive the spirit and give ada- 
ed strength for the journey. A red hot xe- 
vival is the best place yet for backsliders 
and slackers, “ 

HUMILITY 

“For thus saith the high and lofty one, 
that inhabiteth eternity, whose name is 
Holy: I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him also that is of a contrite and 
humble spirit, to receive the spirit of 
the humble and to revive the heart of the 
contrite ones,” Isa. 57:15. 

An outstanding feature of a Holy 
Ghost revival is that those in attendance 
easily see their imperfection which al- 
ways humbles the heart. God resisteth the 
proud but giveth grace to the humble. He 
promises in the above quotation con- 
tinued reviving of spirit and heart to 
the humble. He promises to dwell with 
the humble. In the revival see the high 
and the low, the rich, the poor, the learn- 
ed and the illiterate all seek, receive and 
enjoy the blessings of full salvation, and 
walk together in Christian fellowship. 

UNITY 

Unity is one of the essentials in pro- 
moting an effective revival. It is also a 
result of a revival. God is the author of 
unity, and unity attracts the attention 
of God. This was true in the incident of 
the proposed effort to build the tower 
of Babel. If evil doers are united in their 
effort, their purposes are hard to over- 
throw. 

We are now in a time when God’s peo- 
ple should avoid and discourage every- 
thing that would in any way affect the 
description of unity. The fires of an old 
time revival will certainly bring unity 
when everything else fails. 

An effective revival is not worked up 
but prayed down. The early church was 
a church of prayer, hence an active 
church resulting in the conversion uf 
thousands of souls daily. An effective re- 
vival is one that the influence for good 
doesn’t soon die when the evangelist 
leaves, but lives on and on to bless and 
encourage others. 


A DEAD CHURCH 

Some one tells the story of an artist 
who was once asked to paint a picture of 
a decaying church. To the astonishment, 
of many, instead of putting on the can- 
vas an old, tottering ruin, the artist 
painted a stately edifice of modern gran- 
deur. Thru the open portals could be 
seen the richly carved pulpit, the mag- 
nificent organ, and the beautiful stained 
glass windows. Within the grand entrance 
was an offering plate of elaborate design 
for the offerings of fashionable worship- 
ers. But—and here the artist’s idea of a 
decaying chureh was made known—right 
above the offering plate there hung a 
square box bearing the legend, “For For- 
eign Missions,” and right over the slot 
through which contributions ought to 
have gone he had painted a huge cob- 
web!—The Northern Christian Advocate. 
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Optimism of Paul, the Apostle of the Gentiles

the fine, genial optimism of the 
Apostle Paul. His eyes are always illum- 
ined. The cheery tone is never absent 
from his speech.The buoyant and springy 
movement of his life is never changed. 
The light never dies out of his sky. The 
apostle is an optimist, “rejoicing in 
hope,” a child of light wearing the 
“armor of light,” “walking in the lignt” 
even as Christ is in the light. 

This apostolic optimism was not a thin 
and fleeting sentiment begotten of a com- 
mon theory. It was the permanent pose 
of the spirit. Even when beset with cir- 
cumstances which to the world would 
spell defeat, the apostle moved with the 
mein of a conqueror. He never lost the 
kingly posture. He was disturbed by no 
timidity about ultimate issues. He fought 
and labored in the spirit of certain tri- 
umphs. We are always confident “we are 
conquerors through him that loved us.” 

Now what are the secrets of this cour- 
ageous and energetic optimism? Perhaps 
if we explore the life of this great apos- 
tle, and seek to discover its springs, we 
may find the clue to his abounding hope. 
Reverence is creative of hope, a reverent 
homage before the sublimities of yester- 
day is the condition of a fine perception of 
the hidden triumphs of tomorrow. Here 
then is the Apostle Paul with the re- 
demptive purpose interweaving its2!f 
with all entanglements of his common 
life, a purpose reaching back into the 
awful depths of the eternities, and issu- 
ing from those depths in amazing full- 
ness of grace and glory. No one can be 
five minutes in the companionship of the 
Apostle Paul without discovering how 
wealthy is his sense orf the wealthy, re- 
deeming ministry of God. What a won- 
derful consciousness he has of the sweep 
and fullness of divine grace! 

Paul’s mental and_ spiritual outlook 
comprehended a great army of positive 
forces laboring in the interests ‘ of the 
kingdom of God. I do not wonder that in 
the apostle’s thoughts dispositions are 
powers. Meekness is more than the ab- 
sence of self-assertion. It is the manifes- 
tation of the mighty power of God. To 
the Apostle Paul love expressed more 
than relationship. It was an energy pro- 
ductive of abundant labors. Faith was 
more than attitude. It was an energy 
creative of mighty endeavor. Hope was 
more than a posture. It was an energy 
generative of a most enduring patience. 
All these are to be counted as active 
allies cooperating in the ministry of the 
kingdom, and so the epistles abound in 
the recital of spiritual ministeries at 
work. The Holy Ghost worketh. Grace 
worketh. Faith worketh. Love worketh. 
Hope worketh. Prayer worketh, and 
there are other allies robed in less attrac- 
tive garb. Tribulation worketh. This light 
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affliction worketh. Godly sorrow work- 
eth. On every side of him the apostle con- 
ceives cooperative and friendly powers. 
The mountain is full of horses and char- 
iots of fire round about him. He dis- 
covers the friends of God in things which 
find no place among the scheduled pow- 
ers of the world. 


Paul gave himself time to think of 
heaven, of the home of God, of his own 
home when time should be no more. He 
liked to contemplate “the glory that 
shall be revealed.” He mused in wistful 
expectancy of the day “when Christ who 
is our life shall be manifested with him 
in glory.” He pondered the thought of 
death as “gain,” as transferring him to 
conditions in which he would be “at 
home with the Lord.” He looked for “the 
blessed hope and appearing of the glory 
of our great God and Savior Jesus 
Christ,” and finally, in searching for the 
springs of this man’s optimism, I place 
alongside his sense of reality of redemp- 
tion and his wealthy consciousness of 
present resources his impressive sense cf 
future glory. In a spirit of reverent 
questioning the apostle sent his tremb- 
ling thoughts into those lone and silen: 
fields. He emerged with whispered secrets 
such as these: “foreknew,” ‘“foreordain- 
ed,” “chosen in him before the founda- 
tion of the world,” eternal life promised 
before times eternal,” “the eternal pur- 
pose which he purposed in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” When Paul went on his lonely 
pilgrimage his spirit acquired the peo- 
ture of a finely sensitive reverence. Peo- 
ple who live and move beneath’ great 
com_.s acquire a certain calm and staiely 
dignity. It is in companionship with 
the sublime that awkwardness and 
cOarseness are destroyed. I must bow in 
reverence if I would anticipate in hope. 


“The various journeys of St. Paul,” 
many of them made on foot, should be 
studied thru on a map in connection with 
the inspired narrative in Acts, and with 
his own pathetic discription of his la- 
bors, 1 Cor. 11:23-29, wherein, neverthe- 
less, the half is not told. When we -e- 
view the many regiOns he traversed and 
evangelized, the converts he gathered 
and the churches he founded, the toils, 
perils, and trials he endured, the mir- 
acles he wrought and the revelations he 
received, the discourses, orations and let- 
ters in which he so ably defends and un- 
folds Christianity, the immeasurable good 
which God by him accomplished, his he- 
roic life and his martyr death, he appears 
to us the most extraordinary of men. Tue 
character of Paul is most fully portrayed 
in his epistles, by which as Crysostom 
says, he “still lives in the mouths of men 
throughout the whole world. By them not 
only his own converts but all the faith- 
ful even unto this day, yea, and all the 


saints who are yet to be born. until 
Christ’s coming again, both have been 
and shall be blessed.” In them we observe 
the transforming and elevating power of 
grace in one originally turbulent and 
passionate, making him a model of man- 
ly and Christian excellence, fearless and 
firm, yet considerate, courteous and gen- 
tle, magnanimous, patriotic, and_ self- 
sacrificing, rich in all noble sentiments 
and affections, 


There are fourteen epistles in the New 
Testament ascribed to Paul. These epis- 
tles in which the principles of Christian- 
ity are developed for all periods, char- 
acters and circumstance, are among the 
most important of the primitive docu- 
ments of the Christian religion, even 
apart from their inspired character, After 
his miraculous conversion of which we 
have three accounts, Acts 9:22-26, Christi 
was all in all to him. It was Christ who 
revealed Himself to his soul at Damas- 
cus, Acts 26:15. 1 Cor. 15:8, to Christ 
he gave his whole heart and soul, mind, 
might and strength and thenceforth liv- 
ing or dying he was “the servant of Jesus 
Christ.”

God's Bible Plan

“Therefore being justified by faith * *.” 
Rom. 5:1. 


ERE we want to picture a man in a 

justified state, or the first step in 
salvation. Repentance and _ restitution 
lead to forgiveness which is justifica- 
tion at this time. I believe if a man is 
walking in all the light he has he is jus- 
tified at any age of the world, but there 
is more light today. 


Paul has reference to a man who has 
his sins forgiven and has obtained peace 
through his Lord Jesus Christ. Here is 
a man that is a double-eminded man. He 
wants to do right but he still has an evil 
nature in his heart, warring against the 
law of his mind. Still we hear Paul say- 
ing in Phil. 2:5, “Let this mind be in 
gou, which was also in Christ Jesus.’ 
This man has not yet received .he mind 
of Christ but He has received a law in 
his mind striving with him to keep the 
commandments. 


Some people do not believe in a second 
work of grace. That is what we are now 
to studv. We see a man with his actual 
transgressions forgiven. Neither his sal- 
vation nor his joy is full. Consecration is 
not sanctification but if you will cleanse 
yourself and present your body a living 
sacrifice to Jesus He will sanctify you, a 
second definite work of grace. Forgive- 
ness is not a cleansing. You are forgiven 
of your actual transgressing and cleansed 
from the carnal mind and the love of the 
world but Jesus came to this world to 
sanctify you. He offered His life’s blood 
a sacrifice to sanctify you. We hear Paul 
saying in Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore Jesus 
also, that he might sanctify the people 
with his own blood, suffered without the 
gate.” 


Jesus said He came to seek and to save 
that which was lost. What we lost in 
Adam we gained back in Christ. 1 Cor. 
15:22-45. For further proof that people 
were sanctified at a later age read i Cor. 
1:2. Jesus prayed for His followers to be 
sanctified and these are the ones who 
went to the upper room. But first we 
want to see where they got sanctified. 
Jesus led them out as far as Bethany and 
there He blessed them and they received 
great joy, Luke 24:50, 53. Sanctification 
brings great joy. They were made free, 


but not filled. Jesus prayed the Father in 
a different prayer for Him to send the 
Holy Ghost. John 14:16. After we receive 
this experience we are to serve Him in 
righteousness and true holiness all the 
days of our life. Luke 1:74, 75. I believe 
this makes plain that sanctification is 
not the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Now 
we will see what the Bible says about the 
Holy Ghost. 


The baptism of the Holy Ghost is the 
induement of power or the filling of the 
sanctified vessel. On the day of Pentecost 
about one hundred and twen‘y were fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghost and began to 
speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. This is the pattern, 
no one can deny it. The first sign was 
the speaking in other tongues and they 
appeared to some of the p<ople as if they 
were drunk. There were mockers in tha‘ 
day as there are today. Acts 2:13. 


Now we will notice the next outpour- 
ing of the Holy Ghost and it is recorded 
in Acts 10th chapter. Here Peter preach- 
ed to Cornelius and his household. As he 
preached the Holy Ghost fell on all that 
heard the Word. Acts 10:44. How did th. y 
know they received it? “For they heard 
them speak with tongues and magnify 
God.” Acts 10:46. This was the same ex- 
perience as they received on the day of 
Pentecost. Read Acts 10:42, 47. We next 
turn to Acts 19:1-6. Here we find the 
same evidence as at other times. They 
spoke with tongues and prophesied, This 
is the evidence recorded and there is no 
other. We find this experience written 
about in Isaiah 28:11, And this is the 
rest for the weary soul, Isa. 28:12. 


Next we will see what the Bible church 
is. You hear people say it doesn’t make 
any difference what church you belong 
to, but it does; you can’t believe in all 
of them and you are going to give an ac- 
count for what you believe. To believe in 
a church is to believe in what it teaches. 
You may say, How can I know the Bible 
church? The way to identify the Bible 
church is to see if it promotes these doc- 
trines which we have studied and _ the 
only name given it 1s: The Church of 
God. See 1 Cor. 1:2; 15:19; Gal. 1:13 and 
Phil..3:6. These are some of the true fun- 


damentals to full salvation.

PIONEER MISSIONARY WORK 


“And they went forth, and preached 
every where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
signs following. Amen.” Mark 16:20. 

What a glorious revival immediately 
burst forth on the heels of our ascended 
Lord. Only a few days of tarrying in the 
upper room intervened between His as- 
cension and a glorious world-wide rev - 
val. All this was, however, fanned into a 
flame by the fires of inspiration kindled 
in the upper room. They had been com- 
manded to go, and we have it in our text 
that they went forth regardless of condi- 
tions, regardless of finances, in obedience 
to the divine command it was preached 
even at the tremendous cost of death. 

The beautiful and most valuable of all 
their effort was that the Lord worked 
with them. God who so loved, that He 
gave His own Son who had died for the 
sins of the whole world, was anxious to 
save mankind. He is no less anxious to- 
day. He is only waiting for us to respond 
in spiritual fervor and along financial 
lines that He may bless our effort. It 
must be remembered that responsible for 
all the success of the early missionaries 
was the flame of Divine fire that burned 
in their bosoms until their every desire 
was to carry out what they had been 
commanded, and had it not been for 
their effort, we would have had no Gen- 
tile churches. 

During the Church Age it has pleased 
God that the Gentiles should have a spe- 
cial opportunity of being saved thru 
grace. The Jews are included in .hat op 
portunity, but out of perhaps 1,700,000,- 
000 people now living, not to exceed 16,- 
000,000 of these are Jews. This is the Gea- 
tiles opportunity and all the epistles «d- 
dressed by the Apostle Paul to the dif- 
ferent churches is the outcome of mis- 
sionary success, 

There is a great opportunity before the 
Church today, but it takes cooperation 
and finance. We hear little said about 
finance for mission cause in the New Tes- 
tament, but it is cer.ain that there was 
a response in those times. The Philip- 
plans had communicated with the Apos- 
tle Paul concerning giving and receiving 
while he was in ‘xnessatonica where they 
ministered to his necessity. 

it must be rememoerea, nowever, that 
the early missionaries and especially St. 
Paul might well be termed the founder 
of missions, found a door of entrance to 
the Gentiles thru the Jews and the Jew- 
ish synagogue, using them as a mission- 
ary support for that day and time. Out- 
going missionaries of today are not so 
fortunate. They cannot use the churches 
of the Hindus, Buddhists or Confucian- 
ists. They must finance themselves and 


the door of their opportunity. 
THE CRY OF THE MILLIONS 

The teeming millions of mankind who 
have not heard the Gospel of their salva- 
tion cry, Come over and help us. They 
do not pray in the name of Jesus, they do 
not pray in the name of some idol god, 
theirs is simply a prayer rising from the 
heart born of human desire longing for 
something that is better. It is a solitary 
prayer desiring for ofttimes and longing 
for they know not what. It is nevertheless 
prayer, 2 prayer of honesty, a prayer of 
sincerity, borne out of the desire of the 
human race to extricate themselves from 
the fall of mankind which has forced 
them into such deplorable conditions. 

The Apostle Paul records such prayer 
in Rom. 8:22 saying, “The whole cr2a- 
tion groaneth and travaileth in pain to- 
gether until now.” This is the unregen- 
erate world groaning and travailing in 
a state of prayer in solitary darkness, 
longing for the comfort and light of they 
know not what, but this we know to be 
salvation thru Jesus Christ. The ques- 
tion is, Do you desire to see that prayer 
answered, a groaning and distressed soul 
satisfied? Do you desire these, who have 
not heard and have not the joys that you 
possess, to experience the saving grace 
of your Savior? If you do, find time to 
pray for them and find something “or 
the collection plate for missions. If your 
pastor neglects to take the missionary of- 
fering let him suffer a mild rebuke by 
handing him regularly and faithfully a 
small amount for missions, that he, like 
the woman who commanded of St. Paul, 
may learn to maintain good works at 
home. 

The prayers of the Church which have 
come up in Jesus’ name have wrought 
and necessitated great answers, but the 
prayer of the human race that has not 
the privilege of praying in His name are 
no less praying, demanding an answer 
from the God of love, not that they know 
Him, but that He loves them. He wants 
to answer those prayers and supply their 
needs, but He can alone do it as some 
individual allows Him to use them and 
their means, Please let us remember 
these desolate hearts and try to send 
them the Gospel. In the fields where our 
missionaries are laboring God _ is bless- 
ing. There is great need. Remember them 
in your prayers and in your offerings.-—
